The 32nd Annual Assembly 


At last the Church of God has passed 
celebrated its 
unique progress with the greatest Assem- 
bly in its history. Other Assemblies have 
been great but the 32nd Assembly 
reached a climax hitherto unexpected. 
A year ago we thought we _ had as 
large a crowd in attendance as the spa- 
cious Memorial Auditorium in Chatta- 
nooga could accommodate, but after 
carefully observing the mass of humani- 
ty that thronged the Assembly this year, 
we acknow‘edge that it exceeded any- 
thing of the past and even our imagina- 
tion of a well-attended Assembly. The 
opening service found the auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 6,000 com- 
pletely packed. Every seat on the main 
floor and the balconies was occupied and 
there were literally hundreds standing. 


THE OPENING SERVICE 


The first service opened Friday night 
and was very impressive. When the mu- 
sic began to play approximately 300 
bishops marched en masse to the plat- 
form to receive the welcome from Broth- 
er Houston Morehead, pastor of the East 
Chattanooga Church, from Vice-Mayor 
Eugene Bryan, Rev. Clyde Burke on be- 
half of the Chattanooga Pastors’ Associa- 
tion, and Mr. Raleigh Crumbliss on be- 
half of the Chamber of Commerce. Their 
messages of welcome carried with them 
the welcome spirit and we caught that 
spirit in the very first service.

The Vice-Mayor, Mr. Bryan, who is 
also police commissioner, paid high tri- 
bute to the Church of God in his splen- 
did speech. He said he had had the privi- 
lege of welcoming many conventions to 
the fair city of Chattanooga, but never 
such a one as the 32nd General Assembly 
of the Church of God, He praised the 
organization for its profound enthusiasm, 
which he believed to be a valuable asset 
to law enforcement and opined that it 
would be a blessing if other churches 
would imbibe of that same fervor. 

The greeting extended to us by the 
Pastors’ Association through their presi- 
dent, Rev. Burke, was given in a true 
Christian spirit—free from cant—and 
was received heartily by the Assembly. 

Our people were happy from the be- 
ginning and made the auditorium ring 
with shouts, praises and amens. But 
neither the city official, the representa- 
tive of the Chamber of Commerce, nor 
the representative of the Pastors’ Asso- 
ciation appeared to experience any anxie- 


ty because of it, and, of course, it 
sounded like music to us. 
Our General Overseer, Brother J. H. 


Walker, gave his annual address on Sat- 
urday morning and recounted the prog- 
ress the Church had made during the 
year. It was gratifying to hear of the 
achievements and to note the gains in ev- 
ery department. We rejoiced to know 
that we have a part in this great work 


and program, which we are so certain is 
marching on to victory because it bears 
the approval of Christ, the head of the 
Church. 

One person could hardly tell of all the 
blessed things that transpired during these 
six short days. Some of the outstanding 
events are here mentioned while others 
may give the details. 


VISIT OF REV. E. S. WILLIAMS 


A very important event in this Assem- 
bly and also in the history of the Pente- 
costal movement was the visit of Rev. 
Ernest S$. Williams, General Superintend- 
ent of the Assemblies of God. He 
was with us on Sunday and delivered a 
stirring address on the subject of “‘Chris- 
tian Unity.” It assuredly was a message 
from the throne and we believe it will 
have great weight in uprooting preju- 
dices and establishing more peaceful rela- 
tions between the two leading Pentecostal 
bodies. 

MISSIONS 


There was a splendid program on mis- 
sions which stirred the hearts of our peo- 
ple to depths. The Church of God has 
heard the Macedonian call and those who 
cannot go are doing their part to send. 
The program concluded with a free-will 
offering for missions which amounted to 
$2,111.13.

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All Thy Garments 


EVANGELIST LEMUEL JOHNSON 


Ps. 45:8. 
A message delivered at London, Ont., 
in Emanuel Temple 

As we look out upon this old world 
today we can very near tell what posi- 
tion a man holds by the clothes he wears. 
As the mail carrier comes up to our door, 
we know that he isn’t the Western Union 
boy, by the suit he wears. So we may well 
say that GARMENTS express position, 
office, and character. 

Now let us consider the garments of 
Jesus. He has an infinite variety of 
garments, We will select seven as typical, 
since seven is a divine number of scrip- 
tural completeness. 

“And these smell of myrrh (for bit- 
terness), aloes (for sweetness and 
beauty), and cassia (for healing).” 

In Luke 2:7 the writer says, “She 
(Mary) brought forth her firstborn son, 
and wrapped Him in swaddling clothes, 
and laid Him in a manger; because there 
was no room for them in the inn.” 

Swaddling garments typify His 
humanity. He took upon Himself buman 
flesh and is forever united to us, so 
much so that He said (Matt. 28:19, 20), 
“Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, 
baptizing them in the name of the Fath- 
er, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: Teaching them to OBSERVE ALL 
things whatsoever I have commanded 
you: and, lo, I am with ALWAY, even 
unto the end of the world (age).” 

Now the things ‘that He told us 
(preachers and teachers) to DO and 
TEACH, are the things for which we are 
responsible, and you, my brother and sis- 
ter, are responsible to God and not to 
man if you heed not the command to seek 
the Lord while He may be found, and 
call upon Him while He is near. Let the 
wicked forsake his ways and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts: and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord, and He will have 
mercy upon him; and to our God, for He 
will abundantly pardon. Isa. 55:6. He 
cares, my friend, He is REALLY con- 
cerned about you. He wants YOU for 
His very own. There is no way whereby 
you can save yourself, only call to the 
One who knows how to keep all that 
which you may commit unto Him. Re- 
member this, He came to save the GOOD 
as well as the BAD, for the best of us, 
if we do not know God, are as FILTHY 
RAGS in His sight (Isa. 64:6) and need 
cleansing in His own blood. He came to 
DIE but we came to LIVE. 

Come with me, please, to Luke 9:29, 
where it says, “And as he prayed, the 
fashion of His countenance was altered, 


true 


and His raiment was white and glister- 
ing.” 

Here we see the LUSTEROUS garment 
of Jesus, which is the insignia of His 
DIVINITY. He veiled His deity, but 
could display it at will. He was trans- 
figured before their very eyes. So much 
glory came down and the presence of 
God was so real that one of the disciples 
cried out, “Let us make here three taber- 
nacles; one for thee (grace), and one for 
Moses (the law), one for Elias (the pro- 
phets),”’ not knowing what he said. Lis- 
ten, my Christian friends, did you ever 
say something just to be talking? Someone 
who is weaker in the faith may be stand- 
ing nearby and they would have a cause to 
be offended by your hasty remark, even 
though it may be good in its place. Prov. 
18:19; 15:23. Notice, this all happened 
AS He prayed. If the child of God prayed 
more he would know more how to please 
the Lord. As you pray people can __ see 
when you strike the fire. Can’t they? This 
is the ALOES or sweetness and beauty 
that the child of God has access to. We 
sing a song sometimes, “Let the beauty 
of Jesus be seen in me.” 

The third garment of Jesus is in John 
19:23. “Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, rook his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part; 
and also His coat: now the coat was 
without seam woven from the top 
throughout.” This is the SEAMLESS gax- 
ment of Jesus, a symbol of His poverty. 
He became poor that we might be rich. 
It cost Him all, and He gave it. What 
have you given for Him? 

Atonement was made in darkness, nak- 
edness, and blood. Darkness because it was 
the darkest hour the world has ever 
known. At twelve o’clock noon the sun 
went out and stayed out until three in the 
afternoon, when Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, “Eli, Eli, lama sabach- 
thani?” or as the Greek puts it, “Eloi,” 
means “almighty in strength” (He can 
do what He will without the slightest of 
effort) ; literally, ‘““Almighty in strength, 
why hast thou forsaken me?” Think ot 
it, my friends, a scene so terrible that the 
sun even stopped its glorious shining in 
order to mourn the death of the Sun of 
Righteousness, and the rocks split open 
and the many graves were opened too. He 
did it not for a show but for 2 purpose 
and that purpose was to save sinners, not 
because He had to, but because He 
LOVED us. In nakedness, because He 
stripped Himself of all the glory that 
heaven had bestowed upon Him, that we, 
through His poverty, might become rich 
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in faith and grace and power for every 
test or trying hour. We were naked in 
this old world and without a covering, 
even as Adam was in the beginning, un- 
til Jesus made a hiding place in Himself. 
Now we who are saved, have put on the 
righteousness of Christ for we have for- 
saken this present world’s follies. In 
blood, because He spilt every drop of His 
precious life’s blood to save this dying 
world which is now in the _ throes of 
death. Without the shedding of blood 
there is no remission for sin. He did it 
for you. Heb. 9:22. 

Isaiah 52:14 says that His visage was 
marred more than any man’s, The Greek 
text says that He was beaten with 
clinched fists until His eyes were swollen 
shut and His mouth was burst by the 
blows, They lashed His bare back with 
leather straps which had iron slugs tied 
every few inches in them, and as the 
Psalmist says, “The plowers plowed upon 
my back: they made long their furrows,” 
Ps. 129:3, This was bitter myrrh for Je- 
sus but cassia for us. We are healed by 
the wounds of this wounded Savior. 

The next garment that we shall con- 
sider wili be the BURIAL garment. John 
19:40, “Then took they the body of Je- 
sus, and wound it in liner: clothes with 
the spices, as the manner of the Jews is 
to bury.” This GARMENT is an emblem 
of His triumph. He folded the napkin, 
signifying that He would never need it 
again. “Dying once he dieth no more.” 
For He ripped open death and pulled out 
the stinger. He has robbed the grave of 
its victory. Hence the 23rd Psalm was 
made a reality in His life, “Though I 
waik through the valley of the shadow of 
death, I will fear no evil: for thou art 
with me.” His Father was with Him, and 
Jesus will be with every true believer in 
death as well as in life. There is life for 
a look to the thorn-pierced brow, nail- 
scarred hands and sword-opened _ side. 
GLORY TO GOD! Even every Christ- 
betrayer, every thorn-plaiter, every 
scourge-wielder, every beard-plucker, ev- 
ery face-spitter, every nail-driver, every 
head-wagger, and all the crowd of yel- 
lers have an opportunity through His cry, 
“Father, forgive them for they know not 
what they do,” if they will only confess 
that they are sinners and need a Savior. 

Allow me to hasten on to the next gar- 
ment for I see that I am taking too much 
time. 

This is the priestly garment in Rev. 
1:13, “And in the midst of the seven 
candlesticks one like unto the Son of 
man, clothed with garments down to the 
foot, and girt about the paps with a gol- 
den girdle.” This garment is an insignia 
of His HIGH priesthood, interceding for 
all; “Come unto Me and I will give you 
rest.” He carries our name on His shou!-

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CONTINUING IN PRAYER 

Matt. 26:40, 41, “And he cometh un- 
to the disciples, and findeth them asleep, 
and saith unto Peter, What, couid 
ye not watch with me one hour, Watch 
and pray, that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion: the spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak.” 

Let us call to mind this scene. Our 
Lord needs sympathy and fellowship. The 
disciples who were closest to Him that 
night were with Him on the mount of 
transfiguration. They shared His glory 
and now He is depending on them to 
watch and pray while He is in agony. He 
said, “Couldst thou not watch with me 
one hour?” Of course sorrow had filled 
thei: hearts but this was a needy time. 
There are always hindrances in our prayer 
life but we must overcome them if we 
expect to accomplish the highest good. 

The purpose of watching and praying 
is twofold. First, to guard against temp- 
tation. Satan is ever ready to break down 
our spiritual power. Christ, in His prayer 
in the garden, was strengthened for His 
great work of offering Himself as a sac- 
rifice for a Redeemer. The disciples lost ® 
by failing and were thrown into temp- 
tation and disappointment. 

CHRIST’S FIRST PRAYER 

Luke 3:31, “Now when all the people 
were baptized, it came to pass, that Je- 
sus also being baptized, and praying, the 
heaven was opened.” 

When Christ was baptized, coming up 
out of the water, we have an account 
of His first prayer. He offered up to 
His Father the desire of His heart. This 
is our example. We should have ever be- 
fore us the great task that the Lord has 
laid upon us and it is only through 
prayer that we can be kept by His will 
and be overcomers in every sense of the 
word, Those who are careless and depend 
on their own ability to do things for 


God, will not only drift into a mechanical 
form but will finally fail to accomplish 


that that the Savior would have them 


do. 

Jesus was our example and we cin not 
be what God would have us be without 
continuing in prayer. It was through 
prayer that Jesus was able to spend for- 
ty days in fasting and come forth con- 
queror over everything. Satan tried Him 
and he will also try us. He presented 
some reasonable propositions to Jesus bu: 
Jesus knew that to do those things would 
be turning aside from the main __ issues 
and will aad purpose of His Father, so 
He was able to say, “Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God.” 


DID HE TEACH HIS DISCIPLES 
HOW TO PRAY? 

Matt. 6:9-13, “After this manner 
therefore pray ye: Our Father which art 
in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy 
kingdom come. Thy will be done in 
earth, as it is in heaven. Give us this day 
our daily bread. And forgive us our 
debts, as we forgive our uchtors. And 
lead us not into temptation, but deliver 
us from evil: For thine is the kingdom, 
and the power, and the glory, for ever. 
Amen.” 


This admonition brings us into sub- 
jection to the will of the Father regard- 
less of the surroundings or circumstances. 
If we be successful, we must be surren- 
dered to God’s will and there must be 
in us the spirit of forgiveness. We can- 
not hope to obtain favor with God and 
do things against our brother that would 
injure his influence or be against his best 
interest, so if we expect to have success 
we will have to have that spirit of for- 
giveness, 

The basis of prayer is offering up of 
our desires to God for things lawful and 
needful with humble confidence, believ- 
ing that God will answer our petition. 
If the avenues to glory are clear, we must 
have that attitude toward our fellowman 
of forgiveness. If God forgives us, we 
in turn must forgive others, In all proba- 
bility this is where many fail. 
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WHERE TO PRAY 

Matt. 6:6, “But thou, when thou 
prayest, enter into thy closet, and when 
thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret; and thy Fath- 
er which seeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly.” 

1 Tim. 2:8, “I will therefore that men 
pray every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting.” 

Here Jesus teaches the great blessing 
of secret prayer. When we exter our 
secret chamber and close the door, where 
no eye can see us, there in the presence 
of God we can pour out our hearts to 
Him and we know that we are not pray- 
ing to be heard. This is a great blessing to 
every prayer warrior. God alone can see 
and answer our petitions. 

Jesus knew how to advise those who 
wish to obtain the highest favor and 
blessings of God. Our reward should not 
be the uppermost thought in our hearts, 
but we shou'd consider serving others and 
making our efforts coun: for the salva- 
tion of the lost. In m judgment this 
would be the greatest reward that any on¢ 
could receive. I do not see how any on 
can get along without secret prayer. It :s 
such a great blessing to the individual 
and will mean so much to our friends and * 
those around us. 

Paul’s admonition to Timothy is also 
a blessing, especially to those who are 
busy every day with the duties enjoined 
upon them as laborers. We can pray 
wherever we are, lifting up holy hands 
to God, but I dare say that the greatest 
strength will come through secret prayer. 
Paul is impressing on Timothy the im- 
portance of living in the attitude or 
prayer, It has been the experience of 
those who have gone before us, that the 
heart should always be in an attitude of 
prayer There should be an involuntary 
attitude that keeps us in the prayer mood, 
and this is one of the greatest blessings 
to the Christian warrior—to be sur- 
rounded with that holy influence, or in 
other words, enveloped with a spirit of 
prayer. 

May the Lord help us to pray in the 
times in which we are now living, when 
there are so many things to turn us aside. 
May we always live in that attitude of 
prayer and by so doing be a blessing to 
the thousands of earth’s inhabitants.

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The Preaching for Today 


Never before in the world’s history has 
there been so many agencies and forces 
to lead men away from the truth. The 
printed page, the radio, the motion pic- 
ture and many other things crowd in 
with some scheme, teaching or notion 
which is averse to the true way of peace. 

There is only one way to be saved, 
never has been another, and there never 
will be any other. Jesus said, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: mo man 
cometh unto the Father, but by me.” 
John 14:6. Jesus came into the world and 
through His death and resurrection es- 
tablished the way of salvation once for 
all. 

This is the gospel that Paul preached. 
He not only said, “But we preach Christ 
crucified” and that both to the believ- 
ing Jews and Gentiles Chris was “the 
power of God and the wisdom of God,” 
but he said, “I determined not to know 
anything among you, save Jesus Christ, 
and him crucified.” 1 Cor. 2:2. 

It was with such preaching that the 
early Church was established. The apostles 
over and again declared that their preach- 
ing and teaching and the order which 
they instituted were from heaven and de- 
signed and ordered by the Lord.

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BETHANY MISSION 
Shantung, China, July, 1937. 

“Behold, God is my salvation; I wili 
trust, and not be afraid.” 

This month was really the hardest tesz 
we have ever had in our ten years of 
work in China, and why? There was 
great fear of a famine. There was no rain 
and the seed died in the land. The heath- 
en almost went mad. They took some of 
their gods out and carried them from 
place to place, yet it did not rain. At 
last they gor one out of the temple of 
Poshan. The heathen priest made great de- 
mands. For fourteen days the idol was 
taken from place to place, but yet no 
rain. 

Many stories got out, such as there is a 
“hoombau,” which, in the eyes of super- 
stitution, is a dead body in a grave that 
drinks all the water, so therefore no rain. 
The wise men go out and if they find a 
grave where the soil is wet, surely the 
bones will be taken up and burned. Now 
often someone plays a trick by pouring 
water on some grave. Another story 1s 
that the crows and wasps have a fight 
and the gods cannot drench them with 
water for they like such a sight, Stream- 
ers were hung across the roads. Some of 
the little flags bore the name of some 
god, others read, “Big rain, small rain, 
all are welcome.” But no rain came. 

The heathen got desperate. At the doors 
branches of willow trees were put in 
water pots and the name of some god was 
written thereon. At the foot was an in- 
cense burner. Some of the ashes were 
drunk by the people—a madness. The 
town crier would run like wild. His voice 
was heard, “Do not eat meat, onions or 
garlic; do not go to the river to wash 
garments; do not comb your hair or wash 
your face. All to the river, all to ghe rain 
god to worship.” This was going on for 
days, but we at the mission carried on 


and the Christians paid no heed. To them 
our daily meetings were a blessing. But 
the priest got mad. He said that there was 
no rain on account of the Jesus Church. 
He had the heathen in a rage. 

A day was set that the god would 
come to our town and they were going 
to have an idol worship in front of our 
mission. It was such a wild affair. All the 
doors in town were closed and no woman 
must look on or even get out of doors 
for that day, After the march to the 
river, to what is called the soaking of 
water, that is, all get into the water to 
the neck and stay there, if that did not 
bring rain they were to destroy the mis- 
sion. But God has all in hand. The word 
came to us that we had better go out 
and lock the door. The head of our town, 
was afraid, but I told him that there 
was no fear in my heart. Never shall we 
leave the God-given charge, even though 
they slay us. We have a plan and that 
is prayer and trust in God. Some of those 
who are not steadfast, feared and six went 
back to heathen gods, but that night be- 
fore their march we set a time to plead 
that God alone should get the glory and 
all knew that at the mission we were 
praying for rain. At 10:00 p. m. a sister 
went into the yard and cried, “It rains,” 
so this is the way God stopped their 
march, but we did not stop. We wrote 
posters of Lev. 26:1-5, telling them that 
this was the Word of God spoken 3,428 
years ago and ir stands today. 

My heart cries out, ‘“O Church of 
God, hold your place. Much is given un- 
to you. Pentecost has provided thee with 
power.” We have some manifestations 


and hear the voice, “Fear not, little flock, . 


for great is the Holy One in the midst 
of thee.” We are truly in the service of 
the living God and ask your prayers for 
this work of faith. We pray that His 
lessings will rest on you and we thank 
you for your prayers and offerings, yet 
we have one plea, please drop us a line. 
It puts joy and life into our hearts and 
helps us to bear the burden. God bless 
you and make you a blessing to those who 
live in heathen fear and darkness.—Yours 
for souls till He comes, Paul C. Pitt.

To the Editor of the Chattanooga Times: 

Pope said, “The greatest study of man- 
kind is man.” The convention of the 
Church of God, held recently in the au- 
ditorium, gave a chance to really study 
men and women in their most interest- 
ing mood, That there exists in the humaa 
family a contingent or class that can be 
so sincere, so enthusiastic, so emotional 
and so devotedly serious seems beyond be- 
lief.

Of a'l the monotony of expres- 
sions, of styles, of actions ever seen at one 
time together, here it was. It was a posi- 
tive revelation of mass uniformity and 
harmony. 

How much there was to observe! A 
forlorn looking girl of about fifteen 
years, as homely as a girl could be, wear- 
ing a hat and dress of a long past vintage, 
came along and wonderingly stood at our 
side. She seemed as lonely and pitiful as

Seeing and hearing them 
is positive proof of the splendid resuits 
being accomplished in this department, 
and inspires one to carry on untiringiy 
in this very worthy cause. 

While the little parentless children per- 
formed, tears flowed profusely all over 
the building. Our men of position and 
dignity in the Church were moved to 
profound depths during this program, 
and it was easy to discern that high re- 
solve of determination with them to care 
for the Church of God orphan children 
as they do their own. We were not 
ashamed of those tears for they repre- 
sented the warm affection the Church 
has for her children, and although we 
saw the tremendous responsibility of pre- 
viding a Christian home and training for 
them, we would accept that responsibili-
